The  Trustees  have  conlraclcd  for  ihc  rrcciion  of  u  biiildinp  of  llio  fnllowinp  diincnsions,  viz: 
112fcct  in  Icnjjlli, 'It  fi-cl  in  widlli,  and  iour  Plorico  lii;ili  (includinj;  llic  busiincnt.)  It  will  con. 
tain  a  chapel,  laboratory,  a  room  for  llio  |)ro|iarut')ry  dr|>urlmc'nt,  und  ti{,'lil  oilier  rooms  of 
convenient  cize,  for  olVKer?,  rccitntion  and  librury;  bIsd  121  rooms  IG  fi-ct  Ki[nure  fur  ^tiidrnls.  Tiic 
plan  may  be  seen  in  the  iinnds  uf  (he  biiildin;;  cnmmilloo. 

In  designing  an  edifice  of  these  dimencionH,  reference  ichnd  lo  llie  |)ros|)(elivc  wniils  of  llic  In.

cecd  any  faster  or  farther  than  their  moans  will  justify.  The  site  silceted  is  ndjucenl  the  former 
premises,  and  fronting  llic  Judson  Institute.  It  has  been  purchased  at  !isl,.">00:  the  owner.  Capl, 
E.  F.  King  has  dcducl'.'d  JijioOO  from  tho  acliial  value,  in  consideration  of  the  loss  susluiiicd  by 
tbc  Board.  Thi^  added  to  the  former  lot,  will  furnish  ample  (rround  for  oil  future  purposes,  even 
if  it  should  be  fuunu  necessary  to  erect  a  Steward's  Mall  or  other  building's.

Tho  subject  of  agencies  having  been  referred  lo  the  Ihmid  of  Directors  by  llie  last  Convcn. 
lion,  tho  duty  of  completing  the  theological  funds,  und  of  raising  the  uddilional  amount  proposed, 
devolved  on  the m.  h'or  information  on  ihis  hiil'jiTi,  your  body  is  ucccudingly  referri-d  to  their  report. 
As  the  Convention,  in  its  wisdom,  deemed  il  inexpedient  to  make  any  elVi  rl  lo  endow  another 
professorship  under  the  sanction  of  its  authority,  and  transferred  lo  tlir  Hoanl  ol  Directors  llic 
FUpervision  of  the  case  already  in  progress,  lIuiTruslees  found  it  necessary,  either  lo  stand  slill 
themselves,  and  to  sulTer  the  Institution  and  all  that  peilains  lo  it,lo  remain  slat  oiiary  for  ano. 
ther  year  at  least,  or  lo  proceed  on  their  own  authority,  and  do  what  lli';y  roiild  lo  forward  llic 
enterprise  for  which  they  had  originally  been  coiistiluicd.  'I'hc  necessity  of  aclion,  of  steady 
persevering  aclion,  was  apparent.  'J'iiey,  therefore,  chose  tho  lalier  course,  us  the  one  most 
likely  to  meet  the  approbation  of  the  C'onvtntion,  und  seeuri'  the  object  which  il  has  in  view. 

The  Kev.  James  II.  DeVotie,  was  accordingly  re. appointed  ngeni,  und  directed  locoiiiinenco 
a  Bubscriplion  for  the  endownient  of  a  literary  professorship.  This  ho  did,  but  domestic  dulics 
prevented  his  travelling  much  tiii'il  spring,  and  a  few  weeks  only  had  been  sj)ent  in  the  service  of 
the  IJoard,  when  iho  loss  of  the  building  rendered  il  necessary  lo  iihaudon  llial  oliject  for  the  lime, 
and  direct  Ins  altcnlion  lo  raising  means  for  '.he  erection  of  a  new  one. 

He  had  obtained,  however,  above  ."S'.'3.100,  towards  the  new  fund,  about  one  half  of  whicii  was 
f-ubscqucnlly  transferred  by  the  subscribers  to  the  building  fund.  The'J'rustees  finding,  uNo,  llial 
the  agents  of  the  Hoard  oi  Directors  were  making  Imt  little  prognss,  directed  their  own  ngeiit  lo 
sec  that  the  Theological  Fund  was  raised  lo  •'ijQO.OOO,  and  uu'.horited  him  lo  collect  interest  «luc 
on  bonds,  to  procure  means  for  the  support  of  indigent  studenls.  ami  in  t-horl,  proirtolo  in  every 
way  he  cou.d  llic  interest  of  the  Theological  as  well  us  Literary  Department.  Tiiis  ho  has  done, 
as  the  following  abstract  from  his  rejiorl  fur  the  five  n)onlhs  spent  in  the  service  of  tho  Trustees, 
will  show.

The  present  metliod,  or  rather  want  of  method,  fo-  defraying  the  cxpenncf"  of  indigent  Pludents, 
isiilleMiled  with  imieh  niicerlainty  niid  inconvenience,  and  ma v  eveiituallv  involve  the  C'onvcn. 
ti-in  in  di'lits  winch  it  will  be  incimveni'iiil  to  liipiidale,  unless  Fonie  more  nystematic  and  cllicient 
plan  be  «li'vi'ed.  Nciiher  churches,  nor  Kocielies.  nor  individuals,  will  be  lil'cly  to  conir)bute 
much  to  this  or  any  other  object,  unless  it  i^  broufjhl  immediately  before  them.  And  without 
funds  regularly  conlrihnted,  il  will  he  impossible  for  the  young  men  now  here,  to  he  .sustained. — 
thlicrs  too,  it  is  well  Lnown.are  i)revented  from  coming,  beeause  they  kimw  not  how  lliey  arc  to 
bo  supported  when  here.  Whether  this  subject  can  be  mana;:ed,  mo«l  ciVicaciously  by  the  Con- 
vcnliou,  or  whether  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  have  a  separate  organization,  as  n  Stale  Hducation 
■Society,  fo.'  this  specific  jiurposc,  is  left  for  the  wisdom  of  olhers  lo  decide.  The  matter  is  brought 
before  your  body  by  thii»  Hoard,  because  it  is  inlinialely  connected  with  the  Kiicceoii  and  prosperity 
of  llic  Institulsoii,  and  lliey  feci  that  their  position  rcqtiires  llicm  lo  luej)  a  walchful  eye  ui)oii  all 
it«  interesis,  Conrliisinii. 

Having  thus  rendered  an  account  of  their  doings,  it  may  not  be  improper  for  the  Hoard  lo  add, 
in  conclusion,  lli;il  the  exjieriencc  of  another  year  has  given  them  no  occasion  to  change  the  opin- 
ion expressed  in  their  last  report,  relative  lo  the  importance  of  a  thorough  and  elevated  literary  in. 
ftitution,  and  the  means  by  which  it  may  be  obtained.  That  such  an  Iiisliliilion  would  be  well 
cnpiiorted  iiy  llie  denomination  and  the  public  generally,  is  evident  from  the  liberal  patronage  il 
now  receives.  A  little  reflection  will  iilonc  show  that  it  is  inde^|)ensible  lo  llio  Kiiceessof  the 
main  objict  which  the  Convention  has  in  view — the  improvement  of  the  Christian  Ministry. 
WilboulKuch  an  Iiislilulioii,  how  aro  the  candidates  (or  Theological  inslrnclion  to  receive  that 
preparatory  training  in  '.he  higher  hrnnches  of  education  which  they  need  and  which  they  should 
liavo?  It  iH  true  that  neither  lime  nor  means  will  permit  n  majority  of  them  lo  receive  a  f-i!l 
callegialc  course,  but  the  most  important  branches  in  such  u  course  nhoiild  be  placed  within 
reach  of  all.  And  surely  it  cannot  be  expecled  of  n  common  Academy,  witli  perhaps  a  couple 
of  teachers,  and  dependent  lor  its  existence  entirely  npon  the  uncertain  contingney  of  students 
enough  lo  support  il,  lo  furnish  such  did,  nnd  llial  too  frratis.  As  already  intimnled,  the 
student*  now  in  Iho  inslilnlion,  who  have  the  ministry  in  view,  are,  without  exception,  in  literary 
"ludieg.  To  enjoy  Iho  facililies  of  prosecuting  iheir  studies  ndvanlagcously  was  one  leading 
•Jl'jcclof  their  cominj  here.     The  same  will  be  true  of  all  others  who  may  seek  a  more  thorough

Your  committee  to  whom  wa8  referred  the  Ptnteof  Domestic  Mifsions,  be<r  leiivc  lo  make  tlie 
follosvio;r  report:  The  information  within  the  reach  of  your  Coininillee  is  very  limited  :  there 
arc  however,  a  few  assioeiulions  with  Misiiionaries  in  the  field,  whose  labours  arc  restricted  chirjl'^, 
lo  their  recpeetivc  hounds. 

The  destitution  pouth  cast,  is  most  lamcntoble.  IVom  information  to  be  relied  on,  there  nro 
extensive  (•eltlcments,  utterly  destitute  of  the  word  of  life.  The  Sahbulh  is  only  observed  as  a 
day  of  nmosemcnl.  \Villiin  these  porlic)ns  there  are  families  growing  up,  who  have  never  heard 
a  go«pol  sermon.  ^VIlal  may  be  the  necessities  North  or  North-east  your  C'timmiitee  have  no 
da'a  tipon  wlneh  they  can  form  q  report.  The  West  and  South,  from  the  best  information  had, 
ia  better  supjilied. 

Tlic  means  now  bcinp  employed  by  tiic  dilTerenl  associations  arc  entirely  inadequate  to  meet 
the  necessities  of  tlic  destitute.  Many  of  the  nssociation.s  arc  ojiposed  to  the  benevolent  opera- 
tions of  the  day,  and  but  loo  few  disposed  to  operate  in  this  laudable  work.  Your  ('ommiilec 
fear  unless  yourhody  will  adopt  some  miMns,  to  meet  the  necessities  of  tlio  deslilulc  within  oirr 
limits,  Iheii  must  remain  without  tlio  posjiol  for  some  time. 

The  subject  of  the  condiiion  of  our  coloured  population  bcin^  referred  to  ti  Special  Comniillec, 
requires  no  notice  at  our  land  i.

'I'lie  commilico  on  I^ducation  have  e.xamined  tl»c  documents  put  into  iheir  posMssion,  rclulivc 
to  the  Iloir.ard  Institution  and  the  Jinlson  Insliliite,  and  report  as  fnllovvs : 

Tliey  notice  with  (jreal  satisfaction  the  yi'iil  iitid  energy  wilh  wliieli  llu'  Trustees  of  the  former 
liuvu  acted  in  the  tr)  in;j  circuuK-taiiccs  wjnclt  arose  lakl  sjirinp  when  then-  buiMiii};s  were  destroy. 
td  l>y  fire. 

Il  appears  that  lo  repair  this  loss,  lliey  have  already  raised  upward^  of  .'sO, 000,  and  enntraclcd 
for  ihc  cfeelion  and  partial  conipklion  of  n  coinmndious  lirick  bmldiii;».  The  cominilteo  havo 
examined  the  pliin  «)f  ihisedifice,  and  rc^jard  it,  as  well  as  the  eureful  inelhml  ofpniceeiliire  adopt- 
td  by  the  trustees,  with  entire  iipprohiition.  Il  appears  that  about  !ii(.'),ll()()  more  will  be  leqiiisito 
lo  compete  ihis  buildinij  according  lo  its  design,  and  they  reeommeml  thai  immediate  measures 
\  lifl  taken  for  the  rollection  of  that  sum.  'l"he  friends  of  tliu  lliiplist  cause  and  of  education 
/    throughout  the  Stale,  arceBrneB'ly  solicited  to  contrihulc  lo  thiscdiject. 

'J'he  (.'ommiltce  notice  lint  some  of  the  sii|;geslions  made  in  the  report  of  the  ('ommillec  on 
Education  and  adopted  by  the  C^onvention  last  year,  have  not  yet  been  aeic  il  uj)on.  They  reconi- 
mend  liiHt  ihis  t-hoiild  be  done  without  delay;  and  that  the  trustees  he  advised  lo  |>rociirc  such 
alterations  in  their  cluirtcr  nl  the  rorninp  session  of  iho  Lc;/islalure,  as  were  proposeil  al  tlio 
last  rneelin;;  of  tins  body.  It  is  further  desirable  thai  Ihc  Itooks  purchased  by  order  of  the  Con- 
vention and  now  lying  at  Mr  Woodrufl'v  book  store  in  Tuscaloosa,  bo  Iransmitted  lo  the  trustees, 
>Co  b'j  added  lo  the  Ijihrary  of  Iho  Howard  Inslilulion. 
It  was  also  resolved  by  the  last  Convention  that  the  endowment  of  the  Theological  I'lind  be 
rai.^d  lu  $:25,OOi).    At  the  present  lime  il  amounts  only  to  about  jj>;20,000,  of  which  sum  onlj 
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tboiil  -SS'^O  '">«  l>cc"  Rubsciibcd  (luriiij:  Uic  past  year.     Il  is  adviKi.blc  tint  ull  cfTurls  to  complete 
tliisciHlowmcnt  bo  for  the  itrosciU  referred  lo  the  trutitcts  of  tlic  Inslj  ulioi., 

As  lo  the  |)r(i))rii;l>'  of  proccodirifj  to  collect  funds  for  tlio  cndowiiniit  of  a  Literary  profcsoorsbin, 
an  lioH  Iktii  comiiu'iicrd  by  llic  board  of  Ini-ticn,  an  imfavorabii;  opinion  liavii.ii  bicn  expressed 
by  the  C'lmvi'tilion  ut  il»  lusl  Hcchion,  un  to  ibe  t-xptdicncy  of  doin^  ho  al  '.lial  linic,  your  Coininil. 
Ifc  would  icfrain  licrc  from  any  very  ducidcd  expression  of  o|)inioii.  Wlicilicr  llic  very  grrat  :;i. 
cnaso  of  iiitere:<l  in  all  tliat  conccrnrt  llio  welfuru  of  tiio  Convi  iilion,  and  llic  iiirjic  incrcaHC  of 
itn  nicmberc,  toi.'cllier  willi  llic  rajiid  additions  to  our  deimininatiiin  in  tliiH  State  may 
now  render  hiicIi  an  ellorl  cxiicdient,  it  will  bo  for  the  C'onvenlion  lo  deterniinp,  especially 
if  our  iJaptist  fneinlM  in  i\Ii8Mi»si|)pi  can,  to  any  considerable  extent,  bo  induced  lo  aid  in  bo  excel- 
lent  an  riiler()riz<?.

Convenlion.  The  trustees  of  the  Howard  Institution,  however,  have  by  an  irrr;Tiilarity,  pcrliajis 
iirccssiiry  ro  far  ns  the  building  fund  was  concerned  npfioinled  their  agents.  To  |irevcnl  nil 
cisxliin;:,  il  isadvisaiilc  that  in  future  riicIi  power  should  be  exercised  only  by  one  of  i1ip«.c  bodies; 
which  of  them  the  (.'on  vent  ion  can  dcteriiiinc. 

In  order  to  lupply  such  inili<;ent  stuilents  ns  luay  exhibit  j  romisc  of  fulurc  usefulness  in  the 
Muuslry.  with  the  means  of  partial  support  while  obtaiiiinjr  an  education,  il  seems  advisable  that 
aSlalo  l{.i[ilisl  Kdiieation  Society  should  be  funned  with  as  many  aiixiharieB  ns  possible  in  our 
ditlcrcnt  clmrcliesand  nssocialions,  to  collect  and  apply  this  jiortion  of  the  benevolence  of  the 
dcndiiiiiialioi  .  U  iv  recominoncied  thai  a  Cominiltec  be  ut  once  appointed  to  drull  the  plan  and 
CnnstiiiitKin  jf  siiel  a  society. 

Tiic  Coniniillie  have  exnmincd  the  pnpers  and  report  put  into  their  hands  by  llic  triHlees  of  the 
Judson  Instiliitiiin.  Ii  appears  thai  this  Inslitulion  is  in  debt  .Sl,3J2l)().  Tiio  items  nro  not 
pdrticuliirly  n'.ited,  but  they  have  understood  thai  a  jiarl  <if  it  is  probably  the  reinnant  of  some 
old  arrears  of  the  Institution,  and  pari  has  been  incurred  in  add.nj;  to  its  property  and  elliciency. 
Il  is  advisable,  however,  that  this  d.'bt  be  liijiiidated  as  P|)eedily  as  possiide  from  the  rent  of  tlio 
prcinists,  and  important  that  the  expenses  of  the  Institution  be  not  allowed  under  any  ordinary 
circiinistanccs  to  exceed  its  income. 

riic('omi)iltec  rrjoicc  in  the  incrcasinc;  popularity  and  success  oflhis,  and  indeed  both  of  llicsc 
rxcrllcnt  iiisilutions.  An  mnnuiit  of  intelleelual  and  moral  ;,'ood  is  licini.'  sih  nlly  elVected  by 
lliein,  which  it  is  impi)B>il)lo  at  nil  udecpiately  to  compute,  liul  which  will  he  fell  lolhociid  of  time, 
and  reflects  the  lii;,'liest  credit  both  upon  the  inana;,'eiiienl  of  the  Iriislees  and  iho  very  aide  pro- 
fessors and  Icacliersof  these  inctilutions.  They  are  worthy  the  cniiliiience  of  the  denominalioii, 
and  of  the  fiiends  of  education  lhroii{.'lioiil  liie  Slate.  Tiio  tokens  of  the  divine  blessiny  with 
wliicli  the  .Iiidsoii  Iii«litote  particularly  has  been  recently  favored  in  the  lioiiefiil  conversion  of  so 
many  of  its  pupils,  while  il  demands  our  sjieeial  jrralitiide  and  praises  to  the  (neat  Author  of  this 
fpiriliial  life,  shews  thai  the  best  and  most  judicious  relicioiis  inslrnclion  is  hero  narefiiliy  imparled.
